fine Chapters, The firſt entreatcth of the head 
of Sagittarius. The fecond, of thetaple. The 
third, of the iudgement of Sagittarius concer⸗ 
nin re yt ret the Female. Aud 
the laſt, of the generall foztune =_ 
of, 1 oyiogns 
there is agenerall Rule next after the — 
Chapter, not witſtanding the generaltty men ⸗ 
tioned in the end of this Treatiſe. 

The firſt Chapter eutreateth of N 
Sagittarius called Albaham, and hath e 
Starres faſhioned in this man⸗ 
ner, Where note, that nhoſovener * * 
is boꝛne in this Signe,firlt touch ⸗ *** 
ing the diſpoſition of his body, * * 
hath a beautifuli body comelp coo 
behold, long and tall, and thꝛoughotlt 
full, a little head, a thick face, a la — 
tech. ind ſhoꝛt. Upon the left part of his head, 
hee ſhall haue a ſtripe, and che like v 8 
crowne of his head, his left hand, his fingers, 
armes,and teates, and againſt his heart. Me 
is nimble, ſwift on his fete, and very 
in running: hee ſhall haue a naturall u 
vpon his pꝛiup members: hee is of 1 
blacke, thoſe face ſhall ber like to them 
haue the greene ſickeneſſe. Touching the 
ſition of the minde, he ſhall by 1 
god wit, and a charpe, and there 
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ſpiee ot liberality,fo2 that he will couet topoſ- 
ſeſſe nought vniuſtly, pet hee ſhall be defirans-+ 
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fant and firme, He ſhall laue wiſemen, and 
hall embꝛace all ſuch as bee or diſcretion : 
cherefoꝛe touching this part of nature, and the 
naturall Conſtellation, bearing rule in this 
natiuity. he ſhall acquire vntohimſelfe poſſeſ- 
ſion with wile men. And although that hee 
hanea couetous minde, naturally diſpoſed to 
auarice,by reaſon of the concourſe of certaine 
Starres,.yet by meanes of the dominion of 
this Signe,he ſhall be ſtudious ol ged things 
and ſhall be euclined to vertue, mdeſpecially 
to the vertue of libcrality : And therefoꝛe hee 
ſhall not bee much inclined to the oppoſite oz 
contrary, noꝛ yet to ertozt other mens gods.

Farthermoze note 
here, that the pꝛemiſſes doe not onely belong 
tothe Pan, but the Woman is alſolubiecto 
that Conſtellation. Concerning his life and 
the manner thereof, hee shall bee long ſicke, 
and shall haue a paine in his heart: he shall 
2 ſpeciall ſickeneſſes: the firſt then 
is twenty peres pt᷑ age: theſecond then he 

is foꝛty ſenen, the third and laſt, then hee is 
dighty: touching his god foꝛtune, he shall be 
in great eſtimation and honoꝛ. He ue 
many c<i!dzen and amongſt all, he ne 
a twinne oꝛ two boꝛne at one birth, and of 
them be shall ſe the third generation. He shall 
attaine to his fathers inheritance. In all his 
affaires he shall pꝛoſper, ſceing dailphis gods 
encreaſe: he shall come into the woꝛld with 
his one ſtar. (that is to ſav)he shall enioy all 
things acco2ding to the inflaence of this ſigne: 
he shall fall into a river, but he shall eſcape 
d:owning:he shallloſe the moſt part of all his 
gods, and shall fall into the hands of his ene⸗ 


my, and ſometimes into the hands of a wo⸗ 
mana she enemy: he shall be bitten wide | 
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beaff in ſhe middeſt of one of his fingers or 
his right hand, and ſhall die an erilc out of his 
countrep: his moſt deareſt friend bcloned a- 
boue others he ſhall lerſe, and he ſhall be won⸗ 
derfallp troubled with diuels and other ſpirits, 

he ſecond Chapter deſcrib*th the conditt- 
on of the tayle of Sagittarius vbich is the twen ; 
ty kourth particular ſigne, called Albeyda, and 
it hach ſeuen ſtarres fired in this 
manner. He that is boꝛne in this *** 
ſigne, firſt touching the diſpoſition % 

his body: he ſhall haue a body & 
tomelp, ruddy face.redhapre,naz - 
row eye⸗bꝛowes, eyes like a cat, hee ſhall bee 
bold and beautifull to behold, naturalip mars 
ked vpon the head, his left fide, and vpon his 
right noſtrill. After the diſpoſition of che minde 
he ſhall be very ready to anger, and therein 
alſo ſhall be fudden, and the paine being paſt, 
he will foone be appeaſed: he ſhall be of an ex⸗ 
cellent wit. and naturally giuen to the exerciſe 
of _ and ſhoting : heſhall not becircum- 

ſpect in his doings, noꝛ pet foꝛeſcing inthings 
that map happen: he ſhall haue much paine in 
his guts and in his head, eſpecially hee ſhall 
ſuffer che ſeuerall ſickeneſſes: the firſt hen 
he ts twenty oneyeeres old: the ſecond, chen he 
t262,peeres of age:and the third ohen he is 8 o. 
And touching his god foꝛtune, if hee doe 
not take awap, oꝛ remoue the naturall marke 
uhich alt bee vpon his right buttocke, oz 
rightnotrill, then his confſtcllation all bee 
pzoſperous, But if the laid marke be a 
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ly remoued from the place, then his fate ſhall 
' - behindzedandimpeached: he ſhall be valiant 
woe therein alſo victoꝛious. But if the 
houre 


of Saturne doe concurre with Saturne 
in his natiuity, he ſhall be impotent by reaſon 
of the influence of that Planet, and theres 
foze (hall withqg reat labour attaine to any 
commodity, and with much difficulty acquire 
his founcr god luke.

The laid 
markes doe vehemently reſiſt the malice of 
the Planet, by reaſon of their notable vertue; 
ſo that Saturne ſhall doe no great hurt, al- 
though he doe ſomenhat hinder. And touching 
the cuill foꝛtune of: the man bo:ne in this ſigne 
of Sagittarius; he ſhall be in manp troubles: 
he ſhall be hurt with hot burning iron: he ſhall 
be in danger of Theeues, nat onelpby trauel⸗ 
ling by the wap, but alſo in Cities: he ſhall al⸗

men: he ſhall be with many vices encumbꝛed, 
becauſe hee is naturally giuen to be a great 
foznicato2, and one that will be ſoone angry, 
and then his anger is once done, then he w 
vtter much faire and gentle talke ſomeſchat 
iopned with conctouſieſſe: he ſhall be ſcabby, 
and very full of itch. He ſhall be afflicted with 
two notable and ſtrong ſickeneſſe; the one 
khcn hee is thꝛee and thirty perres of age, 
lich ſhall be fo vehement, that he ſhall ſand 
in great hazard of life; which if he eſcape, then 
her ſhall haue the ſccond, hich ſhall happen 
len he isfoureſco:e and eight peeres of age, 
khereof he ſhall dye. Semblably touching his 
foztune, che firſt childe that he ſhall haue, 
be a ſonne. He ſhail haue to his friend a 
re of a Realme, with tchom he ſhall dwell 
n honfchold, and ſhall poſſeſſe other mens 
gods, In like manner touching his euill foꝛ⸗ 
tune, hee ſhall be in danger of thꝛer ſeuerall 
ſrates, and her that ſhould be his firſt wife, hee 
Mall not enſoy: and by the malice of others he 
ſhallbe in diſpleaſure with his friend afoze- 
ſaid, and pet in the end he ſhall ouercome their 
malice, and bee reconciled to his friendſhip 
againe. Mer ſhall be hurt with pron, vnleſſe 
warilphe take herd thercof, 
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that dap let him attempt no new kinde of en - 
terpziſe, noꝛ walh his head, noz put on any 
new apparell. 

The fourth Chapter of this pzeſent Trea⸗ 
tiſe delcribe h the iudgement of Sagittarius 
touching the Female.
